Established  in  1846  as  a  co- 
oixrativc  enterprise  by  200  fishermen  on  the 
Oregon  side  of  the  Columbia,  the  firm  texlay  is 
known  the  world  over  for  its  fancy  Columbia 
River  Royal  Chinook  and  Chum  Salmon,  white 
meat  Albacore  Tuna  in  standard,  chunk  and 
shreelded  packs 

Modern,  scientific  packing  methoels  have  re¬ 
placed  the  hand  oinrations  of  the  pioneers  but 
the  cooiKTative  spirit  of  the  fishermen  who  built 
the  organization  still  remains  Toelay,  as  in  the 
past,  officials  ami  Iward  members  with  few  ex¬ 
ceptions  are.  or  have  been,  fishermen  or  exix-ri- 
enceel  cannery  sujH  rvisors  ami  technicians  them¬ 
selves.  As  their  fathers  before  them,  they  pro¬ 
vide  the  sound  structure  that  makes  the  Union 
Fishermen’s  Co-oinrative  an  Oregon  institution 
with  all  memlxr- fishermen  receiving  a  fair  price 
for  fish  Caught  ami  a  just  share  of  cannery 
proceeds.

for  the  packing  of  this  finest  of  all  tunas,

The  Co-op  has  its  own  machine  and  1 
shop  as  part  of  its  vast  operation  and  serves 
principal  fishing  arras  of  the  river  with  its 
fish  tenders. 


CAPITAL  OF  THE 
SUNSET  EMPIRE 


With  the  vnst,  timbered  slopes  of  the  Coast 
RanKc  as  a  backdrop  and  the  mighty  Columbia, 
great  river  of  the  west,  sweeping  majestically 
past  its  doorstep.  Astoria  is  a  modern  metropo¬ 
lis  in  a  setting  of  natural  splendor.  The  city,  old¬ 
est  American  settlement  of  the  Pacific  Coast, 
was  named  for  John  Jacob  Astor  whose  fur- 
seeking  adventurers  built  their  sturdy  log  fort 
on  the  site  in  1811.  Since  then  Astoria  has  de¬ 
veloped  into  a  great  agricultural  and  industrial 
area  and  is  county  seat  of  Clatsop  County  and 
port  of  entry  for  the  Columbia  River.  Its  busy 
waterfront,  called  the  finest  fresh  water  harbor 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  is  lined  with  five  miles  of 
docks  to  serve  the  waterborne  commerce  that 
has  made  Astoria  an  important  p>ort.  From  here 
the  huge  trolling  and  gillnetting  fleets  put  out  to 
harvest  the  Columbia's  fabulous  salmon  crop 
and  the  Pacific’s  albacore  tuna,  halibut  and  bot¬ 
tom  fish. 

In  addition  to  its  $40,000,000  fishing  indus¬ 
try.  Astoria’s  economy  consists  chiefly  of  lum¬ 
bering.  dairying,  general  agriculture,  marine 
construction  and  maritime  commerce  Its  prin¬ 
cipal  manufacturing  output  includes  fish  prod¬ 
ucts.  lumber,  flour,  dairy  products,  grass  seeds. 


bulbs,  fertilizers,  medicinal  oils,  vitamins  and 
other  fish  by-products.  The  close  proximity  of 
the  Clatsop  beaches  brings  an  ever  increasing 
amount  of  tourist  trade  to  the  area. 

Astoria’s  climate  is  truly  “air  conditioned’’ 
and  extremes  of  temperature  are  rare.  The  sum¬ 
mer  heat  is  tempered  by  the  gentle  trade  winds 
and  winter’s  cold  is  modified  by  the  influence  of 
warm  Pacific  currents.  Abundant  rainfall  in  the 
winter  months  encourages  the  culture  of  a  wide 
variety  of  flowers  unsurpassed  in  size  and  color 
and  provides  an  evergreen  background  for  the 
city’s  many  beautiful  homes  that  overlook  the 
Columbia’s  broad  estuary  and  colorful  maritime 
life  from  terraced  residential  levels. 

Though  busy  with  trade,  especially  fishing 
and  fish  packing.  Astoria  likes  her  fun,  particu¬ 
larly  fresh  and  salt  water  spnirt  fishing  (the  best 
in  the  nation).  The  heavily  forested  Coast  Range 
provides  excellent  hunting  in  season  and  the 
lowland  waters,  their  quota  of  waterfowl.  Near¬ 
by  ocean  beaches  plus  three  golf  courses,  thea¬ 
tres.  city  parks,  public  swimming  pool,  tennis 
courts,  playgrounds,  roller  rink,  night  clubs, 
dancing  and  picnicking  facilities  provide  Astori- 
ans  with  a  wide  variety  of  recreation

HISTORIC 

ASTORIA 


rhf  story  of  Astoria  is  the  story  of  the  old  Oregon  Country  itself  for  it  is 
lere  that  it  had  its  historic  beginnings  .  ,  .  here  the  first  settlers  gained  a 
foothold  in  the  vast  wilderness  that  was  to  become  the  great  Columbia 
River  Empare. 

Spanish  mariner,  Bruno  Heceta.  is  credited  with  being  the  first 
vhite  person  to  sight  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River  on  August  17, 
1775.  On  May  1 1,  1792.  Captain  Robert  Gray  carrying  sea  letters  granted 
jy  President  George  Washington,  sailed  into  the  Columbia  and  named 
iie  river  after  his  ship  the  "Columbia”.  This  act  established  our  coun- 
Ty’s  claim  to  the  Oregon  Territory’. 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition  authorized  by  Thomas  Jefferson 
}lazed  their  trail  across  the  Northwest  in  the  years  1803-1805.  Arriving 
it  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  in  November  of  1805.  the  party  established 
iieir  winter  camp  about  seven  miles  southwest  of  Astoria.  They  named 
Jie  site  Fort  Clatsop  after  a  local  Indian  Tribe.  The  following  spring  the 
jxpiedition  returned  east  u-ith  glowing  reports  of  the  Oregon  country. 

In  1811,  traders  of  John  Jacob  Astor’s  Pacific  Fur  Company  opened 
1  p>ost  on  the  site  of  the  present  city  and  named  it  Astoria.  This  was  the 
irst  white  settlement  in  the  Oregon  country  During  the  War  of  1812  in 
:hc  face  of  reports  that  British  warships  were  in  Pacific  wtiters,  the  piost 
vas  hurriedly  sold  to  the  Northwest  Company,  a  British-Canadian  fur 
Tading  concern  and  renamed  Fort  George.  In  1818  it  was  restored  to 
\merican  ownership  but  because  of  continued  difficulties  with  the  Brit- 
sh.  its  early  promise  of  growth  and  importance  was  not  immediately 
■ealized. 

During  the  1840  s  emigrants  from  the  East  began  to  reach  the  settle- 
nent  and  it  developed  as  a  general  trading  and  fishing  town.  On  March 
J,  1847,  the  Astoria  post  office,  first  post  office  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
:ains.  was  opened  and  a  few  years  later  the  first  customs  collector  moved 
n.  By  1850.  with  a  population  of  250  Astoria  had  established  itself  as 
iie  trading  center  of  the  lower  Columbia  area. 

Today  Astoria  is  historically  old  but  physically  new  for  in  1922  a 
jreat  fire  swept  through  the  city  wiping  out  the  entire  business  district. 
Staggered  but  undaunted  by  their  loss.  Astorians.  a  hardy  people  like 
fie  original  founders,  immediately  rebuilt  a  modern  "fireproof  city  of 
roncrete  and  stone. 


The  Astor  Column  high  atop  Coxcomb  Hill  was  built  in  1926  in  honor  of  John  Jacob 
Aslor  by  his  descendants  and  the  Great  Northern  Railway.  A  spiral  frieze  535  feet  in 
length  winding  around  the  column  depicts  important  events  in  Astoria’s  history.  A 
circular  stairway  leads  to  an  observation  platform  overlooking  a  magnificent  pano¬ 
rama  of  ocean,  mountain  and  river  scenery.

THE  SALVAGE  CHIEF 


The  Salvage  Chief,  a  powerful  new  salvage  vessel  operating  froni  a 
permanent  berth  in  Astoria’s  east  end  mooring  basin,  is  making  marine 
history  with  its  amazing  rescues  of  beached  vessels.  It  is  the  first  craft 
produced  by  anybody  anywhere  that  can  firmly  anchor  itself  offshore, 
then  back  into  shallow  water,  make  lines  fast  to  a  wreck  and  pull  that 
wreck  back  into  deep  water. 

Developed  in  1948  by  Fred  Devine.  Portland  diver  and  salvage  ex¬ 
pert,  the  Salvage  Chief  has  won  the  acclaim  of  Pacific  Coast  shipping 
men  and  insurance  underwriters.  Devine  had  long  seen  the  possibility 
that  a  properly  equipped  salvage  ship  could  save  many  wrecks  from 
becoming  total  losses.  In  December  of  1952  the  Chief  astonished  the 


shipping  world  by  pulling  the  10,000  ton  Liberty  ship  Yorkmar  off  tl 
beach  near  Grays  Harbor  and  has  since  then  added  many  others  to  i 
list  of  vessels  saved 

The  ship  is  a  203-foot  converted  L.S.M.  with  batteries  of  heavy  sa 
vage  winches  built  from  surplus  that  are  capable  of  towing  any  beache 
vessel  back  to  sea  und^  ordinary  conditions  of  weather  and  oceai 
Power  is  supplied  by  two  1800  horsepower  Fairbanks-Morse  diesel  ei 
gines  and  with  its  auxiliary  power  plants  is  capable  of  lighting  a  sma 
city.  For  fire  fighting,  the  Chief  has  six  portable  electric  pumps  that  ca 
throw  12,000  gallons  of  water  a  minute.  It  has  its  own  diving  «^uipmei 
and  acetylene  burning  and  weldmg  torches.  Quarters  are  provided  for 
crew  of  20  to  30  men  and  fuel  tanks  will  carry  80,000  gallons  of  diesel  o

Astoria  is,  perhaps,  most  famous  for  a  mammoth  $40,000,000  fishing  in- 
dvwtry,  that  has  gro>*'n  out  of  the  annual  migration  of  the  Columbia 
River  salmon.  Here,  over  2.000  fishermen  put  out  in  the  trolling  and  gill¬ 
netting  fleets  to  bnng  in  salmon,  tuna.  crab,  shad  and  shadroe,  smelt, 
bottom  fish,  halibut  and  sturgeon  to  Astoria’s  nine  processing  plants  for 
canning,  curing  and  package -freezing  Several  of  these  plants  arc  among 
the  world’s  largest. 

As  early  as  1834  pioneer  traders  and  settlers  realized  the  commercial 
possibilities  of  the  huge  annual  salmon  runs.  Natharuel  Wyeth  of  Boston 
made  the  first  efforts  toward  preserving  and  shipping  the  fish.  Trading 
vessels  calling  at  Astona  often  filled  their  rum  casks  with  salmon  for  the 
return  voyage  The  first  salmon  carmery  was  established  in  1866  and  was 
soon  followed  by  several  other  riverside' operations,  laying  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  city’s  pwesent  world-wnde  export  trade. 

As  the  Columbia  was  teeming  with  salmon  and  packing  facilities 
crude,  these  first  canneries  were  necessarily  quite  wasteful.  The  fishermen 
would  pile  the  docks  high  with  salmon  and  any  not  canned  by  the  end  of 
the  day  would  be  thrown  back  into  the  river.  Today,  however,  with  mod¬ 
em  methods  of  preparation  and  storage  there  is  little  or  no  wastage.  The 
fish  are  always  packed  within  a  few  hours  after  being  caught  and  any  not 
suitable  for  canning  are  converted  into  fertilizers,  medicinal  oils,  vita¬ 
mins  and  other  fish  by-products. 

The  Royal  Chinook,  weighing  from  25  to  80  pounds  is  the  largest, 
best-known  and  most  marketable  of  the  salmon  varieties  packed.  Other 
species  ranging  downward  from  25  pounds  are  the  Silverside.  Blueback, 
Chum  and  Steelhead.  the  latter  a  trout  but  considered  commercially 
with  the  salmon.  Since  1938  Albacore  tuna  has  become  an  important 
product  of  Astoria  canneries,  which  today  receive  the  major  portion  of 
the  summer  season  catches  from  Northwest  waters  plus  tuna  from  more 
distant  waters  for  local  processing.  In  good  seasons  as  much  as  33.000,000 
pounds  of  locally-caught  tuna  alone  is  put  up  in  commercial  containers 
for  an  ever-increasing  national  and  world  market.

U.  S.  COAST  GUARD 

With  stations  situated  at  strategic  harbor-front  locations,  the  U.  S. 
Coast  Guard  provides  an  invaluable  service  for  the  fishing,  shipping  and 
pleasure  craft  on  the  Columbia  River.  Because  of  their  efforts  many  lives 
have  been  saved  and  ships  salvaged. 

In  September  of  1^53  Astoria  became  the  permanent  duty  station  for 
the  Coast  Guard  Cutter  YOCONA.  The  primary  duty  of  the  YOCONA 
IS  search  and  rescue  and  she  maintains  a  continuous  standby  should  any 
emergency  arise.  Two  hundred  thirteen  feet  in  length,  the  YOCONA  is 
one  of  the  largest  sea-going  tugs  of  the  Coast  Guard.  Besides  search  and 
rescue  she  is  equipped  for  fire-fighting  and  towing.  Within  two  hours  the 
YOCONA  is  underway  if  assistance  is  needed  should  it  be  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Columbia  or  hundreds  of  miles  out  at  sea.  During  the  stormy  sea¬ 
son  the  YOCONA  usually  maintains  a  patrol  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Columbia,  assisting  inbound  vessels  across  the  bar. 

Port  security  surveillance  is  another  of  the  many  jobs  of  the  Coast 
Guard.  A  check  is  constantly  maintained  on  ships  of  various  types  that 
enter  U.  S.  ports.  If  they  are  suspected  or  in  any  way  connected  with 
subversive  activities  they  are  immediately  boarded  and  searched  and 
placed  in  quarantine  until  fully  cleared.  Ships  are  also  checked  on  health 
and  if  any  contagious  disease  is  found  no  shore  contact  is  permitted  in 
any  way.  Pleasure  craft  and  fishing  vessels  as  well  as  cargo  ships  are 
boarded  and  inspected  to  ascertain  if  the  craft  is  equipped  with  proper 
navigation  lights,  life  jackets,  fire  extinguishers  and  proper  documented 
papers  for  operating  the  boat. 

The  Coast  Guard  installs  and  maintains  all  buoys,  lights,  radio  beacons, 
direction  and  distance-finding  stations,  foghorns  and  other  aids  to  the 
mariner  in  the  Columbia  including  the  modern  electronic  Loran  System. 
The  busy  Coast  Guard  Cutters  WHITEBUSH,  MALLOW  and  IVY 
keep  a  constant  check  on  the  buoys  in  the  Columbia  River.

THE  LUMBER  INDUSTRY 

Lumbering,  with  its  $50,000,000  annual  income,  has  Ijern  one  of  Cliit* 
sop  County  s  major  industries  for  almost  a  century  The  first  settlers 
found  the  area,  part  of  one  of  the  great  forests  of  the  earth,  thickly  tim¬ 
bered  with  gigantic  first  gro\sth  Douglas  Fir.  Western  Hemlock.  Sitka 
Spruce  and  Western  Red  Cedar. 

The  earliest  cuttings  were  to  open  clearings  for  farms  and  for  the 
homesteader’s  own  building  needs  Commercial  logging  followed  ns  the 
region  grew,  first  in  a  small  way  but  increasing  year  by  year  as  local 
American  and  world  markets  developed 

The  vast  forest  areas  seemed  inexhaustible  to  the  logging  oi>er.itors 
of  the  early  IVOO  s  and  their  picturesque  methods  were  base  el  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  cut  and  g.t  out  The  woods  resouneled  to  the  axes  and  hand 
saws  of  thousanels  of  loggers  and  the  crash  of  fallen  trees  Logs  were 
dragged  to  the  waters  eelgr  over  skidroads  by  ox  teams  and  later  donkey 
engines  using  cables  From  here  huge  ocean  going  log  rafts  were  formeel 
to  be  towed  to  Cali^»rnia  |M>ints  and  millions  of  Ixwird  feet  of  prime  lum¬ 
ber  from  local  mills  were  moved  to  world  markets 

These  extensive  operations  left  great  denuded  stretches  where  the 
logger  h.id  sheartel  aw.iy  the  forest  gre'iwth  and  as  the  timlnr  yield  <!i- 
minished  the  industry  has  had  to  turn  to  toelay’s  scientific  "tree  farm" 
operation  Cutting  is  on  far  sighted  sustained  yield  basis  with  only  ripe 
timber  being  harvested  Cut  over  lands  are  reseeeled  and  fire  control 
methods  stnctly  enforced  to  assure  future  generations  4i  prosjKrous  tim¬ 
ber  industry

Poultry  raising  ranks  as  the  second  largest  industry  with  about  80.000 
laying  hens  and  many  small  farms  producing  an  annual  income  of  $550.- 
000.  Mink  farming  has  grown  to  be  a  major  industry,  too.  with  the 
availability  of  scrap  fish  for  feed  from  rivt  rfront  canneries

Every  year  from  August  30  through  Labor  Day  thousands  of  enthu¬ 
siastic  anglers  from  all  over  the  country  descend  on  Astoria  to  take  part 
in  the  gigantic  Salmon  Derby.  All  commercial  net  fishing  is  prohibited 
on  the  nver  dunng  this  period,  cleanng  the  waters  for  a  thrilling  week 
of  sports  fishing.  Thousands  of  boats  of  every  conceivable  description 
crowd  the  liver  and  the  toll  of  salmon  is  terrific.  Official  tabulations  show 
between  15,000  and  20.000  great  fish  are  taken  on  rod  and  reel  each  year 
during  the  sport  season. 

The  fighting  Royal  Chinooks,  finest  food  fish  in  the  world,  are  so 
plentiful  that  small  boys  and  women  in  many  cases  out-do  the  experi¬ 
enced  angler  and  everyone  has  a  fair  chance  to  win  the  $1,000  grand 
prize  and  the  $100  and  $50  daily  prizes  for  the  largest  salmon  landed. 
Additional  prizes  are  offered  by  the  derbies  conducted  simultaneously 
by  Chinook.  Washington  and  Warrenton.  Oregon  Chambers  of  Com¬ 
merce. 

The  lordly  Chinook  enters  the  five  mile  wide  estuary  of  the  Columbia 
every  year  from  late  August  to  mid-September  preparatory  to  upstream 
migration  for  spawning  Although  the  big  fish  do  not  eat  from  the  time 
they  enter  the  river  until  they  spaw'n.  they  will  bite  a  lure  so  all  fishing 
is  done  by  the  trolling  method. 

Boats,  including  competent  guides,  arc  available  and  reservations 
may  be  made  through  the  Astoria  Regatta  Association.  Open  commercial 
craft  charge  $10  per  person  for  all  day  and  four  persons  are  required. 
Cabin  and  sjxirts  cruisers  charge  $50  a  day  and  up.  Facilities  for  can¬ 
ning.  icing  and  shipping  salmon  are  available  at  Derby  Headquarters  in 
Astoria.

WARRENTON  HISTORY 


The  site  upon  which  the  city  now  stands  originally  was 
ill  swamp  land  and  sand  ridges.  D.  K  Warren,  for  whom 
Varrenton  was  named,  constructed  a  series  of  dikes  to  re- 
‘laim  the  area.  Since  then  the  dikes  have  been  continually

The  Skipanon  River  which  forms  Warrenton’s  harbor 
vas  just  a  shallow  stream  barely  12  inches  deep  at  low  tide 
lefore  dredging  operations  were  started.  In  1931  the  gov- 
mment  dredged  the  channel  to  a  30-foot  low  water  depth 
ind  200-foot  wide  bottom  and  also  provided  a  600-foot 
vide  turning  basin.  Today  the  harbor  houses  a  good  sixed 
ishmg  fleet  and  deep  sea  vessels  from  all  over  the  world 
all  at  the  mill  docks. 

Since  1948  Warrenton  has  sponsored  its  own  Lower 
Zolumbia  Salmon  Derby  to  augment  the  other  salmon  der- 
)ies  being  held  on  the  lower  Columbia.  Derby  pnxes  offered 
ire  a  grand  prixe  of  Si, 000  and  daily  pnxes  of  $75  and  $25 
or  the  biggest  fish  caught.
